Orville Preuss, owner of the Preuss 
Pharmacy in Menlo, expressed the 
conviction that owners could not 
build (under the present code) to 
rent for less than $10.00 per front 
foot and that the present front foot 
traffic could not support this rental. 

B. F. Thompson of San Miguel, 
informed the council that he would 
like to establish a business in Menlo 
Park but could not find a store to 
rent and that he could not afford 
to build one under the present re- 
strictions. Like other speakers he 
said that builders must receive 
enough rent to bring a return on 
their investments. Thompson owns 
property at Santa Cruz and Crane. 
He said he had already spent $1500 
in architectural fees for building on 
the property but gave up the pro- 
ject when he found the building 
{would cost him approximately $80,- 
000 and that he would have had to 
charge $10.00 front foot rental,

Better Movies for Menlo’s Children 


Coming from two hours at the movies you may laught with 
satisfaction over tiie enjoyment of the film, saying, “A really good 
picture.” Or you may snarl] (regretting your wasted time), “Cer- 
tainly was a rotten show.” In either case it is but five minutes 
until you have shaken off the world of imagination and entered your 
own world of reality—with its personal pleasures and anxieties. 


But if you are six, eight, ten, twelve (sometimes even fourteen 
and sixteen) yau do not shift so quickly from make-believe to acu- 
ality. The Movie has perhaps been as “real” to you as anything 
at home or at school and even more convincing. You carry its dra- 
matic tensions to bed and go to sleep reviewing them, which is a 
sure way of fixing their situations in your memory consciousness. 
At least this is the latest conclusion of teachers and child psychol- 
ogists who recognize the force of visual information and its educa- 
tional use in the classroom. 


In every age men search for realism, which seems a hopeful 
sign. In every age this realism takes on a different shade—and 
today’s “realism” seems to many of us to be superlatively shady. 
Not alone in the Movies, but in our modern art, music and litera- 
ture there is an increasing tendency to exaggerate the daring—one 
might even say the devil. “Look at us,” we shout, “we are brave 
and very smart; we can look the worst in the face without flinch- 
ing”, and by this acknowledgement we think we indicate that we 
are on to realism and it can put nothing over on us! 


It is little wonder when this attitude is so universal that the 
Movies over-amphasize the perversions of life in their effort to con- 
vince us that they reveal stark and naked facts. In fact, mildness 
in either direction is not supposed to register; love and hate, selfish- 
ness and altruism, ignorance and wisdom—each must be portrayed 
with punch. We adults are aware of this technique. We. are so 
accustomed to it that we discount its extremes even as we view 
them. In our hearts we still know that a rose is as “real” as 
@ murderer’s gun. 


But children are not practised in this subconscious art of mak- 
ing allowances. They are imitators from birth, and the Movies with 
their excitement and action often present the conditions and situa- 
tions that seem most desirable to their young eyes. For years thipk- 
ing parents have deplored the fact that children see so many films 
suggesting the worst instead of the best elements of American living. 


“There are mothers who hand their youngsters money to go to 
the show to “get them out of the way”. But there are millions of 
mothers who sincerely wish that clean and wholesome pictures were 
available for their children’s enjoyment. Groups from Parent- 
Teacher Associations all over the United States have been working 
on the problem for years and many of them have developed splendid 
programs. Yet on the whole there has not been as much progress 
made in this situation as could be desired. This is partly due to 
the increasing amount of depravity shown on the screen, so that the 
parents seem to be in combat with an expanding foe. And it is 
partly due to the increasing tempo of life in many homes where 
children are more and more given their Own way. To many a child 
“getting his own way” means that he goes to the Movies almost 
any evening that he chooses to attend. 


The showing of films unfit for children to see is not always the 
fault of the managers of show houses. A few years ago some films 
had to be rented in “blocks” or combinations. A fairly good picture 
carried a poor one as its partner and you could not get the good 
without the bad. This may have changed, but the fact remains that 
managers of theaters often have little to do with the choosing of 
the films shown. We know that most of them think that children 
should not be allowed to attend the evning shows, but they can not 
turn them away from the box office when they appear to purchase 
tickets. 


Managers will sometimes make an earnest effort to have suit- 
able matinee films for children and are afterwards heard to com- 
plain that the children do not come when such a show is provided; 
the house is not filled and expenses can not be made on empty 
seats. Perhaps to the mothers the advertisement of a good kiddy 
show is like the “Wolf, Wolf” cry—they have too Often been fooled. 
But a phone call to any theater will bring a courteous description 
of the program before the child is allowed to attend. 


Mothers of fhe Menlo Park P.T.A, Association are meeting this 
Movie problem in a manner that has proved successful in other 
communities. They are buying their own projector and sound track, 
and it is costing them $543. This large sum they have pledgefl 
themselves to raise by giving teas, entertainments, paper drives, or 
in any other manner that seems plausible (They are open to sug- 
gestions if you have any ideas that would aid them to bring in the 
necessary funds). 


The new projector will be used in classes and assemblies for the 
visual education now known to be so valuable, and it will be used 
for Saturday matinees where the few cents collected from each child 
will barely pay for the rental of films. With a “loaned” projector 
the matinees begin tomorrow at 1:30, showing a feature story, an 
educational film and a comedy. Sane movies for our children should 
contribute to future stability.

fornia, is a fine example of our 
present day school consulants on 
teen-age difficulties.

Ample Parking in Rear school and work from that premise 
to amend matters.” 

So many conditions are recogniz- 
ed by alert teachers that show them 
the need for individual counseling 
and assistance. Sulky temperaments, 
poor grades, undue shyness, quarrel. 
some attitudes, illness, and even 
that old boog-a-boo the inferiority 
complex—all of these are effects of 
some unhealthy condition whose na- 
ture the visiting nurse must dis- 
cover before she can hope for cor- 
rection. 

Not only does the visiting teach- 
er hold confidential sessions with 
the child but she visits the home 
(often a “broken” one), talks to the 
doctor, to the minister or priest and 
to friends in her effort to aid the 
young person make the most of life. 
The problems of school days, said 
Miss Braymer, must be met if one 
is to become adjusted to the out- 
side world. 

The keen interest in the speaker’s 
subject was evidenced by several 
questions from parents present, and 
the answers to these individual 
problems were of value to all who 
heard them.
